THE BUGHT OF TRUSTS. 

Lyman L. George, a cotton goods man- 
ufacturer of Boston, in a recent inter 
view, Ullcs very poiotedly on tbe matter 
of falling prices, the oaoaei aad tha rem 
edy, which is aloni; the same line of the 
viewa expreaeed in his recent books on 
the aiibject of the deelina of prioea and 
the remedy for it 

Asked what Lis vast experience and 
acqaaintanoe with buaioeaa men in the 
East had tansrht him of the effect of fall 
ing prices of businesd in the conntry, be 
aald 

"Fiom only 530 failures in the north- 
em atatea in 186C, with liabilities of $17,- 
625,000, and in 1870 fn our whole coontry 
of 3,551, with llabilitiea of $88,000,000, 
thev reached a climax in 1893 of 15,606, 
with $382,000,000 liabiUtiea. Minty-flve 
per cent, of the failnraa to^ay are by 
men doing buaineaa on leaa than $10,000 
(apitul. l allins prices thwart all bust 
iieHH foreHi^ht, force the compulsory idle- 
ness of millions of working men and dis- 
courage every business venture until the 
velvet hand of the trust smoothly aeixea 
each industry with fulsome promises of 
good to the people by great saving in the 
cost of production, doing away with 
agents and traveling men, and such ar- 
guments ad nauseam. To use Culpep- 
per's famous words, "Like the frons of 
Egypt, they (trusts) have entered our 
dwellingp. Tliey eit by our fireside, they 
eup in oiir tups, they dip in our pans, 
they serve with the butler in Ids box. 
They have seared us from head to foot." 

"The triLst, with corruption for its cor- 
nerstone and tribute for its capstone, is 
tbe ideal pystem of the invcntiiiK and 
moneyed classes ; but it is the terror of 
the helpless masses, who are constantly 
beinx levied upon for great«r tribute in 
thair every purchase. It has but one 
bnyer and he becomes dictator. The 
banks work with him in squeezing the 
holder of crops and merchandise during 
tbe selling season, thus forcing them to 
sell at the trust's flaures. Tbe rich love 
and tbe poor hate this monster, (^leen 
Eiisabetb, 400 years ago, dissolved every 
trast and thanked the business men, in a 
diRfaified speech, for calling attention to 
ita necessity. , , . 

"Free silver is tbe weapon which must 
dissolve our trusts, aa onr President, sad 
as it is, owes his offlca to their existence, 
and thus is powerless to act 

"It was the demonetisation of ailver 
that caused our trusts to form— it Is its 
restoration to its former place aa the 
money of the people that will serve to 
dissolve tli(;se monster creations of greed. 

"Iiicreas-e the volume of our Nation's 
i iirreiK y l>v rfiiioiietizing silver until 
prices of all properly, commodities and 
r labui have risen to the point where 
inoiicv aci uiiiulales in the pockets of the 
liKissfs iiif<iead of ulutting the vaults of 
the hanks. I'ntil the material well-being 
oi the wealth producing and lahoriii^; 
classes is n-siort-d , when every workman 
owns a liomc. and that home comfortah'e 
and convenient, commodious and well- 
furnished; when every workman can af- 
ford to be the father of a family and ia 
possessed of means sutlicicnt to give his 
children a liberal edut;ation ; when those 
who create the wealth of the Nation, wl o 
constitute ^ght-tentbs of the people ia 
it, shall, under the unwritten law de- 
creeing tbe greatest good to the greatest
